TVASHDJGTOH Aug. M.—If the age 


limits at 18 to 45 ara retained in the 
new draft bill now before Congress, 
the extension of the ages will increase 
tlva mmrber of men subject to miEtary 
toty ay anau-Umately 3.171,671, from 
•wMcJi.. number it is expected to ob- 
tain' XZ95,6&9 men for active mffitary 
service. 


One of tbe most significant amend- 


ments incorporated in tbe bill is the 
siJxrtttutran in Section 4 of the pres- 
ent .law of the words "occupation or 
eiapfcgonezzt" for the words "irdus- 
trtes lachntos agrfcnltnre." One ot 
General Crow-dsr's aides stated today 
Urat this change was made in order 
U> broaden the-scope of the law so that 
men -wlw, under a strict interpreta- 
tion of the present law. might not be 
considered -entitled to deferred classi- 
Icafion would certainly be so consid- 
ered under the amendment. 


It was this same aide who made the 


statement recently that It was jnst as 
ranch Hie duty of a miner to accept 
a deferred classification as it is of a 
soidler to obey the commands <if ifis 
superior officer and while no sj>eciflc 
statement was made upon the subjec* 
it Is presumed the amendment refer- 
red to was incorporated largely be- 
cause of the belief that it-.wiU prove 
easier to induce men to remain in 
occupations or employments essen- 
aal to the conduct of the. war under 
ihe amended law than it his been 
ander the law as it now steads. 


TJie amendments incorporated in the 


bill are the result of careful study iby 
General Crowder of the needs of the 
government and while it is impos- 
sible to state at the present 'timn what 
attitude members of Congress 
will 


take towards the amendment, it is 
confidently expected it will be pass- 
ed in it present .form with a certain 
asooont of noisy bat sot serious Op- 
position immediately after th-j con- 
clusion of the present recess. 


No date is axed in the bili for the 


registration of the men affected by it, 
but it is specifically provided that the 
times and places when 
and where 


sach registration shall be mad3 shall 
be specified by the President 'jy pro- 
clamation or other notice. Thu Presi- 
dent is also authorizes to call these 
men la "such sequence of &fes" as 
he may deem expedient. Thi'.t is in- 
terpreted to mean, that those "ho can
